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Income Tax Here Is a Necessity 


Salem, on Oct. 1, is expected to join the 
ranks ol ¡>5 other Ohio municipalities collect­ 


ing an income tax 
The ordinance calling for a tax of one- 
half of one per cent at the incomes of wage 
earners here w'as introduced in Lily Council 
Tuesday night and. according to the present 
schedule, will receive the second and final 
readings at a special session of the law m ak­ 


ers next Tuesday . 
The city has been backed against the red 
financial ropes all >'ear after deferring ac­ 
tion late in 1959 on the adoption of an income 
tax. The city coffers are so low now that, 
without additional revenue. Council would 
have to borrow, at interest, and then find 
itself later in the em barrassing position of 
being unable to pay off its notes The circum ­ 
stances would get more extenuating as time 


went on. 
The income tax however, will avoid that 
The tax also will perm it the city govern­ 
ment to provide better services and m ain­ 


tain a more flexible operation than it ever 
had before. 
Council, which has been criticized in some 
quarters for considering the tax. has had 
the courage to go ahead with the program . 
From an estim ated y ield of $200,000 annual­ 
ly . the ordinance calls for 
^ division of 
00 
per cent for the general fund » general op­ 
erations i and 40 per cent for capital improve­ 


ments. 
Although the ordinance calls the tax to be 
effective for only 15 
months, it 
will 
cost 
roughly $30.000 to put the program in opera­ 
tion There is little escape from the cost of 
establishing a tax office at City Hall, secur­ 
ing the necessary supplies and hiring cleri­ 
cal help W hether the tax will have to be re­ 
newed at the end of 1961 remains to be seen. 
When tangible results of the tax revenues 
begin to show, wage earners probably will be 
gratified to know that their 50 cents of every 


$100 earned is helping to make Salem a bet­ 


ter community in which to live.

stretches to Viet Nam and Korea.

At the midway point the best 
enswens 
seem 
tobeT hasunw ner 
answ ers seem to be: The sum m er 
lull was just about what was ex- 
pec’ed in most fields subject to 
this seasonal cy cle and also 
in 
those going through their own in­ 
dividual recessions this y ear. But 
most signs of a strong rebound 
a re either lacking or delay ed be­ 
y ond expectations or hopes. 
On either side of this view are 
the optim ists and the pessimisms. 
Both are offering predictions free, 
ly , some based on current statis­ 
tics and some on guesses on what 
the current lull is building up to. 
Those who think that 1960 has 
seen its worst day s and that the 
y ear will go down in the book* as 
a 
short 
readjustm ent 
to 
realty 
after 
over -enthusiastic 
hopes, 
m ake these points: 
Industrial 
production 
held 
steady in July . The Federal Re- 
se r\e 
Board’s 
index 
was 
two 
points below its record high of the 
first of the y ear, but one point 
better than a y ear ago This could 
m ean it has hit bottom for this 
cy cle and is ready to move high­ 
e r as industry gets going in the 
fall. 
Employ m ent has climbed to a 
new high, even if four million per­ 
sons are still out of work. 
Consumer spending has stay ed 
high—strong 
buy ing 
in 
the 
non­ 
durable fields offsetting a letup in 
durable purchases. 
Money 
and 
credit 
are getting 
easier, lay ing the groundwork for 
a pickup in business and consum- 
er borrowing, 
when and 
if the 
businessm an 
and 
his 
custom ers 
decide to step up their activities. 
But happy 
they are that the 
downturn that started in the early 
spring 
hasn’t 
developed 
into 
a 
steep slide, m any are unconvinced 
that the present situation fore ells 
much of a n upturn 
10 the fail. 


They note these deterrents: 
The 
stock 
m arket 
shows 
no 


signs of expecting a new boom. 
And the m arket has a big effect 


on public thinking. 
The profit squeeze holds busi- 
nessm en 
back 
from making ex­ 
pansion plans. Even though push- 
ing sales into record high ground, 
m any 
com panies 
have 
reported 
lower 
earnings. 
And 
a sizable 
num ber see little hope of a quick 
reversal of that trend 
Factory 
orders 
for 
durable 
goods we expected by many to 
have turned up before this. The 
delay is m aking m any business­ 
men nervous.

AS A COVER, the

hoy s penetrate the United States 
and our allies through the Polish 
foreign 
services. 
One

is the Polish Ministry of Foreign 
Trade. 
This is the outfit which dispatches 
missions to 
Washington 
to 
buy 
foodstuffs and to arrange for ship­ 
ment of 
millions 
of 
dollars 
of 
Polish 
p r o d u c e 
to the United 
States. Much of this produce com­ 
petes with our own farm ers, cat­ 
tle and hog raisers and sm all m er­ 
chants. 
Unless y ou look carefully this 
winter, for example, y ou may buy

m ents m ade by a Communist Pol­ 
ish State factory . In addi’ion, the 
Poles dump millions of dollars a

chicory roots, beverages, hides and 
skins, furs » such a s fox and m ink 1, 
feathers, 
bristles, 
baskets, 
and 
bags, wood 
furniture and 
parts, 
cement, glass p r o d u c t s ,

beam s, joists, ang’es and other 
unassem bled structural sh a p e s, 
wire nail, m etal working m achin­ 
ery , bezene, dolls and toy s. 
I ask rhetorically , but bitterly , 
how do the jobless in

Hoqse of 
epresenta- 
tives, has just delivered at Stock­ 
holm, Sweden, a noteworthy spech 
before the 11th annual c ong re s s 
of the International Astronautical 
Federation. 
Though he say s his 
observat­ 
ions on this subject are personal 
and not official.” he demolishes 
the Soviet argument that Powers 
is a “ spy ” or is guilty oi “es­ 
pionage” in the sense that the 
term is customarily used in legal 
circles. 
Mr. Beresford make- the poim 
th at 
no 
country , 
including 
the 
Soviet 
Union, 
has 
officially 
ob­ 
jected to the launching of satel­ 
lites, 
including 
the 
surveillance 
vehicles known 
as 
“Tiros” 
and 
“ Midas.” 
He say s that the international 
agreem ent on 
civil aviation 
ap­ 
proved in Chicago in 1944 was not 
signed by the Soviet Union and 
hence its provisions are not bind­ 
ing on the United States with re­ 
spect to airspace over Russia But 
even the Chicago agreem ent, he 
insists, does not cover the present 
ty pe of aircraft used. He adds: 
“ There are persuasive reasons 
for challenging the view that the 
U2 flights over Soviet 
territory 
were violations 
of 
international 
law. 
“ It seems necessary to stress, in 
particular, that there is no appli­ 
cable 
agreem ent 
betwen 
t h e 
United 
States 
and 
the 
Soviet 
Union concerning the use of air­ 
space. . . . 
“ We may * inquire also whether 
the U2 flights invaded “ airspace’ 
as that term is used in the Chi­ 
cago Convention. . . . The con­ 
vention does not define “ airspace’ 
or any equivalent term . . . . 
“There is wide agreem ent that 
there must be an upper limit to 
national 
sovereignty . 
There 
is. 
howver, 
no 
agreem ent on what 
that limit should be. 
“ The proposed upper limits to 
national sovereignty all seem more 
or less arbitrary . Neither phy sical 
conditions nor flight characterist­ 
ics 
can 
be 
reasonably 
related 
to any fixed altitude. , . . 
“ Under most proposals, sover* 
eighty would end at the top of the 
atm osphere. This 
is 
sometimes 
taken to be the biological limit 
for 
man 
without special 
equip­ 
m ent.” 


MR. BERESFORD then goes on 
to point out that the U2 is designed 
to fly at a height of mere than 
12 miles “ which is higher than 


man can breathe and bey ond the 
boiling altitude of w ater at body 
tem perature.” 
and 
“ for 
human 
survival above that point, breath- 
mg 
apparatus 
must 
be 
supple­ 
mented by a pressure suit.” 
There is no “ custom ary interna 
tional law’’ governing the situa­ 
tion. as this assume» , according to 
Mr 
Beresford, a, “ long-continued 
accumulation of unbroken prece­ 
dents by which nations acquie ce 
in practice to the im penetrable , 
of one another’s airspace.” 


He points out that “ freedom of 
the seas” did not become a gen­ 
erally -accepted principle of inter 
national law 
“ for 
hundreds 
of 
y ears.” 
Mr Beresford m akes the further 
point 
that 
the 
bounds 
of sov­ 
ereignty “ are .->et by the principle 
of effective control.” He continues; 
“The Soviet Union itself appears 
to have accepted “effective con­ 
trol” as the limit of its t h r e * 
dimensional 
sovereignly , 
by 
not 
objecting to the earlier U 2 flights. 
As for the last such flight, avail­ 
able information suggests that the 
plane cam e down from 
cruising 
altitude because of a flameout or 
0 her failure, and entered Soviet 
airspace unintentionally . 
“ If we are to judge the leg a 
consequences of this flight by the 
provisions (if international agree 
ments such as the Chicago Con­ 
vention to which the Soviet Union 
is no», a party , then surely the 
controlling provisions 
are 
tho^e 
that permit an aircraft to enter 
lore gn territory in case of dis­ 
tress.” 
Mr. Beresford asserts that, under 
The Hague Convention, to which 
both the United States and the 
Soviet Union are parties, “ espion­ 
age involves the collection of in­ 
formation clandestinely or under 
false pretenses.” 
He notes that it is possible of 
course, for high-altitude 
survci 
lance to be so conducted a.» to 
constitute espionage. 
The U2 flights, however, he con­ 
tends, were not clandestine "un­ 
less something is wrong with the 
Soviet radar.” 
Nor 
were 
they 
made, 
he declares, under false 
pretenses—m isrepresented, for ex­ 
ample as the flights 
of 
civilian 
airliners. 
They had long been reported in 
the public press, 
he adds, 
and 
were known to the Soviet govern­ 
ment as photographic missions. 
The 
w’hole 
controversy 
boils 
down to a simple question: can 
aerial photographic missions real­ 
ly be classed as espionage in a 
legal sense? 
If so. then 
every 
satellite of the Soviets which has 
photographed American 
territory 
has been engaged in espionage. 
In the final analy sis, therefore, 
any unarmed air vehicle may fly 
any where at high altitudes above 
the “ atm osphere,” and, if forced 
to the ground, the pilot should be 
considered immune from punish­ 
ment. 
May be the Sov iets some day will 
see the pointlessness of the Powers 
trial from the standpoint of inter­ 
national law.

Forty -odd y ear* ago, during a 
polio scare in Salem, postal clerk; 
Perry McArtar and his w-ife, Ziza,

Set At $1.15 


The price of 19 60-crop corn in 
Mahoning County will be support 
ed at a minimum of $1.15 per bu­ 
shel, L. L. Moff of the Mahoning 
County 
Agricultural 
Stabilization 
and Conserv ation Committee an­ 
nounced today. . 
The local rate is based on a 
minimum 
national 
av erage sup­ 
port rate of $1 06 which has been 
determined under the requirements 
contained in the Agricultural Act 
Ot 1958. 
The minimum is determined well 
in adv ance of harv est on the basis 
of preliminary information, so that 
the price support program can get 
under way promptly at 
h a r v e s t 
time. The minimum rate may be 
increased if the final 19 60 - crop 
corn support price as determined 
in October is higher. It will not 
be reduced 
As in the past, Moff said, the 
price support program for corn 
will be carried out through loans 
on farm- or warehouse-stored corn 
and through purchase agreements. 
These will be av ailable from har­ 
v est time through May 31, 1961 and 
will mature July 31, 1961. 
To be eligible for support, corn 
must grade No. 3 or better except 
that corn grading No. 4 because 
of test weight only will also be eli­ 
gible. 
Corn must 
meet 
certain 
moisture requirements and m u s t 
also be in adequate storage. De­ 
tailed information is av ailable at 
the county ASC office, 7 W. MaiD 
St., Canfield.

In rehashin g the con structi o n 
projects completed sin ce 19 51, Ga­ 
len Green isen . member of t h e 
board , listed the followin g as key 
ad d ition s an d replacemen ts: 
4-H quarters — Con structed in 
1951, this 50 by 80 foot build in g 
houses on e of the largest 4-H pro­ 
grams in the state. 
Restrooms — In 1952 the last of 
the old outd oor type restrooms was 
replaced by n ew an d mod ern fac­ 
ilities at the n orth en d of t h e 
groun d s. 
Electrical circuits — A n ew 2,- 
200 volt lin e was in stalled at the 
groun d s in 19 53 alon g with n ew 
tran sformers to repace an in ad e­ 
quate an d outmod ed system which 
had been givin g the board trouble 
for years. 
Drain age an d grad in g — In 1954 
$4,000 worth of grad in g, d rain in g 
an d seed in g was completed ad d in g 
more space on both sid es of the 
groun d s. 
Coliseum — In 19 55, the coliseum 
was con structed with the valuable 
aid of the coun ty Ruritan Clubs 
an d other in terested citizen s. 
Cattle barn — This structure 
capable of han d lin g up to 100 head 
of cattle was built in 19 56 to re­ 
place two or three ten ts used pre­ 
viously. 
Pole type barn for swin e, sheep 
an d pon ies — Tremen d ous in terest 
in jun or fair activities led to the 
erection of this barn in 19 57. 
Pon y Barn — Con structed in 
19 58, this project was completed 
af’er in terest in pon ies outgrew 
the pole type barn con structed 
in 19 57. (This build in g houses up 
to 75 of the 140 pon ies en tered in 
the fair each year. In 1958 a 40- 
foot exten sion had to be ad d ed *. 
Also listed amon g improvemen ts 
were the erection of a perman en t 
stage, the in stallation of a on e an d 
on e-half in ch water lin e, an d the 
placemen t of 1.000 feet of chain 
lin k fen ce aroun d portion s of the 
groun d s. 
Green isen n oted that prior to 
19 51, the last major con struction 
project at the fair was in 1923 
when the gran d stan d an d floral 
hall were built by the Lisbon Park 
an d Amusemen t Co. 
Lookin g 
toward 
the 
futu r e, 
Green ise said the Agriculture So­ 
ciety is n ow free of d ebt an d has 
plan s to con tin ue the same stead y 
progress as realized in the l a s t 
n in e years.

civ il rights. The Republicans hav e 
challenged 
the 
Democrats 
to 
make good now. 
A civ il rights fight by Southern 
Democrats cduld stretch this ses­ 
sion well bey ond Labor Day and 
ev en ruin chances for any other 
legislation. Kennedy and his run­ 
ning mate, Sen. Ly ndon B. John­ 


son, sidetracked the civ il rights 
bills. 
This gav e the Republicans 
a 
chance to wrap the “ look-who’s- 
talking” 
complaint 
around 
the 
Democrats’ necks. And they got 
another chance to do the same 
when President Eisenhower chal­ 
lenged the Democrats to pass a 
22-point program he offered. 
It would hav e been impossible 
for Congress to tackle such a pro­ 
gram in such a short period—if 
Congress’ 
usual 
tardy 
perform­ 
ance on legislation is a citerion 
6 per cent unde — but when the 
D e m o c r a t s 
brushed this aside, the Republi­ 
cans had fresh ammunition. 
The Democratic platform prom­ 
ised medical care for the aged on 
a wide scale and under the Social 
Security 
program. 
But 
Kennedy 
and Johnson, who backed this idea 
ran into a bottleneck withip their 
own party . 
Conserv ativ e Democrats on the 
Senate 
Fi n a n c e 
Committee 
teamed up with conserv ativ e Re 
publicans to urge a much nar­ 
rower medical care arrangement 
So on this also, in the short ses­ 
sion, the Democrats may not be 
able to make good on the plat­ 
form. 
All week, led by Kennedy , Dem­ 
ocrats, or rather just some of 
them, hav e pushed for an increase 
from $1 to $1 25 in the minimum 
wage, while bringing many more 
millions of people under its pro­ 
tection. 
The Democratic platform prom­ 
ised this, too. But in the face of 
strong opposition from both Re­ 
publicans 
and 
members of 
his 


own party , Kennedy had to y ield 
ground 
on the number 
of new 
workers he wanted cov ered in or­ 
der to 
win passage of 
the bill. 
And the 
House bill doesn’t 
go 
nearly so far. 
While Nix on has 
managed 
to 
slip off to Maine and North Car­ 
olina to make speeches. Kennedy , 
compelled to stay close io the Sen. 
ate, 
has 
mostly 
been 
mending 
fences. 
He went to see Eleanor 
Roosev elt who 
was against 
his 
nomination. Soon he'll v isit 
for­ 
mer President Truman who also 
had opposed him. 
Meanwhile, the publicity section 
of the Republican National Com­ 
mittee 
has 
been 
beating 
the 
propaganda pants off its opposite 
number in the Democratic Nation­ 
al Committee. 
Practically ev ery day the Re­ 
publicans hav e been sending out 
two kinds of letters. One, white, 
contains pep talks and adv ice on 
how to get out the v ote. The other, 
in a pink env elope and • marked 
“Battle Line,” contains attacks on 
Kennedy . 
The Democratic National Com 
mittee’s offices here hav e been in 
kind of turmoil, try ing to mesh 
the regular staff in with the Ken 
nedy supporters who are to work 
with the national committee peo­ 
ple for the duration. 
The Democrats’ 
publicity sec 
tions say s it will soon get rolling 
with some choice things about the 
Republicans.
